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eatchtovers occunied by guards were along the eastern bank 
pr the iug River, to the north and south of the railroad line. 


The bridrehead southwest of the railroad bridge, an area 
about 13 km wide and 700 meters deev, was surrounded by a 
2~meter board fence, Another wooden fence hems in the area 
along the eastern bank of the river, on both sides of the 
railroad line. In that area construction work was done at 
four or five sites (covered with board roofing). weveral 
lines of barbed-wire fences were observed sone hundred “aters 
east of the river. Four or five concrete emplacenents, sur- 
rounded by barbed-wire entanglerents, were north of the rail- 
road line, about 1,000 meters east of the river.

&@. w«erardine the installations observed in the area of the 


railroad bridge across the iug iiver at crest Litovsk, distinction 
must te made between: 


(1) sortifieations of the voviet border fortification line 
along the eastern bank of the Lug hiver, 


(2) Installations on both river banks for the purpose of 
protecting and guarding the important railroad bridge. 


b. (1) ‘he core of the woviet border fortification line is a 
system of infantry nillboxes and ¢un einlacenents, orobably 
mostly concrete, which are echeloned in depth up to 1,000 meters. 
They are rrotected by nultiple-belt entangle ionts and barted-~ 
wire entanglenents, ‘che emplacements observed near the bridge 
were presumably ocecunied by the bridre euard detachnents (IVD 
trrops with rreen caps). 


(2) The installations which serve merely for ruarding the bridre, 
as were observed near the bridge and, vossiblw, within the 
fortified svatem, have no defensive value. ouch installations, 
aS wooden or wire fences, watcntowers with machine euns, search~ 
lirhts and sentries, are to prevent unauthorized persons from 
approaching the bridre or performing sabotage. Qn the western 
bank (Polish territory) the bridge is protected by some kind 

of a bridrehead which, extending to the southwest, is surrounded 
by a 2-meter board fence, «0 fortified installations are re- 
rorted to be in the fenced~in area. ‘this and the rerorted 
dinensions of the bridrehead indicate that this bri¢gehead, too, 
is not nart of the border fortification and has no tactical 
immortance, but is merely to proteet the brides. 
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
